Alexander Davy Dumas. 


From the N. Y, Btrald, 


Gooa-natnred, vain, immoral, the old 


npralist has gone to hi* grare, learing be- 
hind his .voluminous writings and the 
the memory of his virtues and rices to 
perpetuate hit nam*. For some months 
put he bad been ailing Excesses in old 
age had produced paralysis. Af.wweeke 
ago he was'thought to be dying; but the 
old man rallied, and at last accounts he 
was at Dieppe; A mere wreck o£ his 
former- self. If he he really dead, it is 
likely that the arrival of the Gorman* at 
Dieppe hastened his departure. 


WHO DUMAS WAS. 


Almost everybody fias beard about Du- 


mas pere. -An opinion, however, is enter- 
tained hy many that his mother was a 
neonts. This is a mistake. It was his 
father, General Alexander Davy Dumas, 
who was the eon of an African woman 
named Tieonetto Dumas by the Marquis 
de la Palletene, a wealthy planter of St. 
Domingo.. He was taken to France when 
a boy, received a good education, and won 
some distinction in the French republican 
armies, one of which he commanded. He 
also served for a time under Napoleon, 
but retaining his republican principles, he 
quarrelled, with the Emperor, and his mil- 
itary career was out short. 
His son is 


the subject of this sketch. 


ma BOYDOOD. 


The deceased novelist was born at Vil- 


len-Cottereta, in the department of Aisne 
on the 24th of July, 1802, and was conse- 
quently in the sixty-ninth year of his age 
at the time of his death. In his native 
town he received his education from Abbe 
Grregaue, a good enough man in his way, 
but scarce fit for the office of teacner. As 
t consequence the instruction was vtry 
imperfect, Dumas, however, declaring in 
rig "Memoitca" that it included some 
Latin and a little history. But if he was 
cot learned in bojhood he was an adept in 
athletic exercieea and in the use of weap- 
ons. 
He was a good wrestler, an expert 


fencer, a first-rate shot, and a sportsman. 
When he had arrived at the age of fifteen 
to became clerk to a notary named Menes- 
ion, who lived at Villers-Cotterets, re- 
maining with him some months, when he 
moved to another town and obtained a 
similar position. 


BTUUGGLE8 WITH ADVERSITY. 


In 1800 General Dumas departed this 


life, leaving a wife and daughter in addi- 
:ion to the son. The lad's mother was an 
nvalid, and her support, as also that of 
his sister, devolved upon him. Tho email 
salary ha received from the notary barely 
sufficed to keep them from starvation. 
It 


was not, however, until 1320 tbat he 
thought of literature as a means of im- 
proving his pecuniary condition. Tfu en- 
trance into the profession was by an acci- 
dent. A young Parisian, named Adolphe 
de Leaven, staying in the same town with 
Duma.", had begun to write for the thea- 
tres. He proposed that Dumas join him, 
remarking that "to write for the theatre 
was a trade like any other, and only re- 
quired practice." But for a long while 
nothing came of the authorship. The two 
young men spent two years together, writ- 
ing several dramas, which were forwarded 
to Paris and regularly rejected by the the- 
atre managers. 


1LE GOES TO PARIS. 


It was all labor and no pay. Meanwhile 


it became morn and more evident that un- 
less bo could obtain some more profitable 
employment his mother and sister would 
either starve or live upon public charity. 
Dumas determined upon going to Paris. 
He collected together the papers of his 
father, obtained a letter or two of recom- 
mendation and started in March, 1622, for 
the capital- His object was to introduce 
himself to the surviving marshals and een- 
erals who had been comrades of General 
Daman, submit his documents to them in 
proof 'of who he was, and nolicit their aa- 
kUtance to make a living. Ono by one he 
visited, but by all..with a single exception 
he was received with coldness and indif- 
ference. That single exception put him 
on the road to prosperity. 
IN TUB .SERVICE OF TUB DUKE OF OR- 


LEANS. 


General JFoy, to whom Dumas had taken 


letters of introduction, was the good 
patron. He at once agreed to aid the 
young mun, and without delay obtained 
for him an appointment as supernumerary 
clerk at the Palais Jioyal, on the establish- 
ment of the Duke.of Orleans. For his 
services be was to receive a salary of 1,200 
franca per annum, or about $540. His 
duties were very light and this enabled 
him to complete hia education by eclf- 
culture. In the palace was a fine library, 
to which he had access. 
He therefore 


availed himself of its use, reading, a great 
number of books and taking numerous 
notes. By thia time be had acquired a de- 
cided taste for the literary proleesion anc 
was ambitious oi becoming a successfii" 
author. 


1IIS rmST UTEBARy SUCCESSES. 


For eight years Dumas remained in 


the service of the Duke of Orleans. Al- 
though his income was still very small he 
contrived to support himself, his mother 
and his sister upon it, and in his memoirs 
he states that at thia time he was perfect- 
ly bappy and contented. True to big first 
lessons in literary work, he adhered to the 
drama. His leisure hours were employed 
in constructing dramatic pieces, and he 
frequeuted the theatres for the purpose ol 
studying scenic effects. For three years 
all the plays he wrote were rejected, but 
in 1825 be turned the long lane of adver- 
sity, bis drama entitled "La Chasse el 
lAmour" being accepted and produced 
during tbat y«ar at Ambign. M. do Leu- 
Ten, his old friend, and li. Bosaeau, are 
said to have assisted him in its composi- 
tion. The success of the piece, it is true, 
was very moderate, but it gave him a foot- 
ng as a dramatis author, although until 
18J9 his yearly earnings outeidejof ii« reg- 
ular salary did not exceed $130. 


DECOMLNO FAMOUS. 


• In 1827 MrJAbbott with a company ol 
English actors arrived in Paris and pansec 
the season there performing Shakspeare's 
plays. Dumas one night saw Macready 
play Hamlet, and when he went home his 
mind was full of new idea*. Going to 
work with energy he wrote two tragedies 
"Christine" and "Henri III.," both being 
exclusively his own work. The?e he sub- 
mitted to Charles Nodier, who gave them 
tc Baron Taylor, of the Theatre Francais 


ith a favorable recommendation. "Hen 
iTTil" wai the first puton the stage (Feb- 


ruary 41,1829). It met with immense 
Knccea;,-theia>uO ience,among whom were tUe 
Duke of (Orleans and a large party of 
friends who attended by request of tho 
author, applauding with enthuuiasm. It 
was the Erst.triumph for the new roman 
tic school over the classic and became the 
chief topic of. conversation in literary an 
social circles.

during the season, *nd from eubsequen 
representations obtained Lover one linn 
dred .thousand. The tragedy, however 
was denounced by the critics a» a danger 
ous innovation, but nothing they coul' 
say could make it unpopular. On Marc! 
-39,1830, "C3hri8tine".WB8 produced at th 
Odeon theatre, and met with a pimilar r« 
.ception. In 1831 ."Charles VII." an 
JRicbardflD'Arlingt0n," two tragedies 
written by his assistant*, but carefully re 
vU cd mnd corrected by him, wercjjerform 
ed at the same theatre. The stoo yea 
his tragedy of "Antony." which had b«e 
rejected at the Theatre Francais, was pro 
duexd at the Porte Saint Martin, with ex 
traariinary success. Then followed -N 
poleo* Bonaparte," "Terewe," and th 
comedy of -'L» Mari d» la Veuve." 
To«r de Nesle," ouejol the best of h 
dramas, suid which waa the rage of th 
tue«tr«-goeru during the season, gave ris 
to » spurted literary controversy, whic 
endei in a duel. G»ill»rdrt claimed to b 
the author, insisting that all Dnms» hae 
done to it WM to nevite sad correc 
Dumas denied the sUtememt, assertin 
that he was th« author. Tn« tow finall 
terminated in a duel.

rst substantial results were "Lea Trois 
'oucquetaires" and "Le Comte do Monte 
bristo," both of which appeared at the 


same time, in 1844. "With theee novels 


'ery educated American is familiar. 
hey are undoubtedly the best works 
ritten by Dumas. Their success was im-

DUMAS' CHARACTER.

In 1S68 the State granted a 
loan of five millions more, and a couple 01 
Irishmen from Canada—Walter and Fran- 
cis Shanly, successful engineers and con- 
tractors—then contracted to put th« road 
through the mountain. Their progress 
already has been such as to justify the be- 
lief that the Hoosae tunnel will ultimate- 
ly be a fact 


The tunnel will be. when completed, 


nearly five miles long, longer than any in 
tho world except the Mont Cenoi* tunnel. 
At the oute«t it was found tbat hand drill* 
were too slow, and a Fitchbnrg Yankee 
invented a power drill, driven by com- 
pressed air which in now doing wonders 
in boring through the mountain. Steam 
power could not be used, and co air if 
compressed by machinery and carried 
through strong pipes to where the ma- 
chine is at.work in the bowels of the 
mountain. 
"Tunnellinsr " now g°in« 
forward 
on both sides of the moun- 
tain, «nd a daily aggregate progreta U 
made of eight feet. Meantime, in the cen- 
tre of the route to be tunnelled, a abaft—

ject of a railroad from Titusvillo to Mead- 
ville, and fromMeadville to Greenville is 
still receiving the consideration of the citi- 
zens and capitalists of these placf-s. 
The 


first link would be ft very advantageous 
connection between tho county scat aud 
Titusvill". It would bo a distance of but 
twenty-eight miles bitween those points, 
and it would bo a saving of twenty-six 
miles over tho present circuitous route by 
way of Franklin. It, would opan up tho 
intei voning rural districts, enrich the conn- 
try and cheapen the market of tho town 
But tho principal advantaga which will

These works are being built just above 


tho city limits, between the O. C. & A. 
and Titusville & Union Railroads, and 
will be employed in manufacturing oil of 
vitriol and caustic soda, both cf which are 
extensively used in tho refining of oil, 
and would havo been built two years ago, 
but the partie.i were always informed that 
somebody was just about to erect acid 
work* at Titusville. The acid works con- 
sist of two chamber buildings, each 204 
feet long, 48 feet wide, ar.d 55 fc»t high, 
built of wood with stone basements, and 
will each contain a leaden chamber of 
190,000 cubio feet capacity in the building, 
of which about 200 tons of sheet lead will 
be used. The brick buildings at each end 
will be used as furnaca rooms, and each 
contain a furnace capable of converting 
throe and a half tons of brimstone into 
acid per day. These chambers are by far 
the largest m the United States. The 
building between the acid chambers—two 
hundred feet long and thirty feet wide— 
will bo the concentrating room, in which 
the acid is concentrated from 1.583 to 1.850 
specific gravity. In tlris will be the lea'd- 
en pans for raising it to specific gravity 
1.714, and large glass alembic-0, each capa- 
ble of holding forby-two gallons. These are 
manufactured in Europe especially for 
these 
work*. 
The 
improved process 


for concentrating used at these works 
will ensure the produot'on of a uniform 
acid of specific gravity 1.300, and entirely 
free from water, and which every refiner 
knows is so essential to the production of 
a perfect oil. In Europe this mode is 
beinj rapidly adopted, and the old and 
uncertain plalinum process discontinued. 
Tho buildings at the upper end of tho 
acid works will be used for the conversion 
of sulphate of eod.i into caustic nuda, and 
will contain reverbcr.itory furnaces, evap- 
orating pan«, etc. 
Tho sulphate of soda 


for thTs department will be bronchi from 
tho Lodi Works, of which Mr. Rcnnie is 
also proprietor. The'other buildings will 
be used for laboratory, offices, plumbing 
and carpenter shop-, etc.
